Personnel are being 
allocated to man these ships and submarines, and 
due to the necessity of establishing training pro- 
grams, It is difficult to assess present effective- 
ness from the fleet standpoint. Due to the above 
factors, it is not possible to accurately assess 
the Turkish Navy at this particular time, in the 
manner that is followed in the case of Western 
European Navies.
